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HOME RULE BILL MOTHER’S LETTER 


Complicates Political Situation 
in Great Britain

LONDON, M arch ai.—1The announce­ 
m ent th a t the 
governm ent 
contem ­ 
plates bringing in a bill providing a 
form of home rule for Ireland com pli­ 
cates the political situation, which a l­ 
ready presents an extraordinary m ud­ 
dle. No m easure of home rule can be 
brought before parliam ent this 
year 
and the Irish secretary, Mr. W yndham , 
is quite likely to deny the serious ex­ 
istence of such a plan. 
B ut arty denial 
can be regarded as a m ere 
political 
evasion due to the governm ent’s de­ 
sire not to arouse fu rth er 
opposition 
am ong its own supporters until 
the 
Irish land purchase bill is safely p ass­ 
ed, w hich Is not expected until Septem ­ 
ber. The provisions of the la tte r m eas­ 
ure are still kept absolutely secret and 
will not be revealed until M arch 25, 
w hen the bill will be brought In. 
The 
N ationalist m em bers of parliam ent and 
the Irish U nionists 
including 
Lord 
D unraven, continue hopeful th a t It will, 
or Indeed, th a t It m ust, contain propos­ 
als which will in som e degree m eet the 
dem ands of U nited Ireland. 
Lord D unraven, while declining to 
m ake any statem en t 
regarding 
the 
steps of the governm ent 
has 
taken 
looking to a schem e for home rule and 
deprecating the announcem ent as like­ 
ly to prejudice Irish 
Interests, 
de­ 
clared to a representative of the As­ 
sociated P ress th at there w as 
w ide­ 
spread feeling am ong 
the 
unionist 
landlords for an extended form of local 
governm ent and they saw' no reason 
why all the Irish parties should not 
work together tow ards th a t end as they 
had done in the land question. 
The nationalist leaders refrain from 
m aking any com m ent 
and 
publicly 
m ake little of their continuous support 


of Prem ier Bnlfour. 
The rank and Ale 
however, do not hesitate to point out 
th a t the governm ent is now a t their 
m ercy and th a t the 
m inistry 
would 
twice have been defeated this session 
had the nationalists voted, as they have 
done for years w ith the opposition. 
A nationalist m em ber of parliam ent 
said to a representative of the A ssoci­ 
ated P ress w ith dw indling m ajorities 
in the house, crushing defeats in the 
bye-eleetions and virulent attack s from 
the fourth party, It really would not 
be out of the way if Mr. Balfour did 
bring in a home rule bill, though of 
course, he will call It “an extension of 
local governm ent.” 
The alliance of the government with 
the Irish has caused intense Indignation 
among members of the conservative par­ 
ty. 
It ban also caused keen apprehen­ 
sion among the liberal forces, who have 
been put in a fresh dilemma by the action 
of R. W. Perks (liberal), who practically 
controls the non-conformist vote In Eng­ 
land, and who Is Lord Rosebery’s chief 
henchman in the house of commons, in 
issuing a manifesto declaring that the 
liberal leaders must npw choose between 
the Irish or non-conformist alliance. 
He 
maintain* that the action of the Catho­ 
lic Irishmen In helping the government to 
paas the recent education hill in the face 
of violent non-conformist protest, forever 
(irevents an understanding between the 
rlsh Catholics and the non-conformists. 
“W hat we are entitled to,” Mr. Perks 
says, "Is a direct pledge 
that 
Brit­ 
ish nnn-conformlsta will take precedence 
over the Irish Catholic party," and he 
advises his fellow non-conformists to vote 
for the liberal candidate at the coming 
bye-election in tho Chertsey division of 
Surrey. 
Mr. Perks has thus placed Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the liberal 
leader, on the horns of a dilemma, com­ 
pared with which even the recent suc­ 
cesses of the liberals at the polls are un­ 
important and has added another to the 
many confusing Issues which are rapidly 
breaking up the long established party 
distinctions en both sides of th# house.

"George and O rrle: 


"Don’t feel bad when you find th la 
for I can’t suffer like poor Sis. 
I have 
taken enough 
arsenic and m orphine 
this time. 
I shall be better off- 
W ant 
Orrle 
to have 
everything. 
Do/i’t 
w ant May to have anything.” 
C ross-exam ination by state failed to 
shake w itness’ 
statem ents. 
He said 
th at afte r his sinter’s death his m other 
had 
frequently m ade statem ents to 
the effect th a t she would not suffer as 
his sinter did, but w itness did not a t­ 
tach any im portance to these rem arks 
a t th a t time. 
Clarence E. Chester, a school teach­ 
er and a nephew of the dead woman 
testified th a t he w as 
fam iliar 
w ith 
Mrn. W ilson’s handw riting. 
He Iden­ 
tified the hand w riting in the note and 
said th a t Mrs. W ilson never used a 
capital letter 
In 
w riting the 
word 
"O rrle” as she called Ora nor in “Sis.’’ 
George W ilson was recalled to lden 
tify the pin with which the note w as 
fastened to his m other’s w rapper, 
At 12:10 the defence rested its case.

I ani of the opinion th at the purchase of 
a carriage for use in any departm ent is 
a contract for the purchase of material 
ann supplies, and that the head of a de­ 
partment has no authority to purchase 
the same without requisition.

If the tow n goes to a d istance for a w a te r supply the cost will be more than 
It can meet. 
Besides if It should build an extensive w ater plant the a lm s ­ 
house will not sh are In It, the state a u th o ritie s a p p a re n tly feeling m ore se­ 
cu rity in providing a special w ater supply for the institution. 
On the whole 
it would be entirely reasonable and Just th a t the sta te should build a w at- 
erp lan t on the farm sufficient to supply the whole tow n and sell w a te r to the 
tow n at a m oderate price. 
O therw ise it m ight sell to the tow n of T e w k s­

But as you have in your re­ 
ply to the textile operatives of the city, 
given them to understand that under 
the existing conditions you cannot give 
them an advance in wages, and as you 
have on form er occasion said the same 
thing, and then have sought a confer­ 
ence with the mill representatives, and 
with those recollections fresh In 
my 
memory, because I have attended those 
conferences, and although you did, at 
that time say you were not in a posi­ 
tion to advance wages, yet nfter listen­ 
ing to the operatives’ side of tin* ques­ 
tion, you came to the conclusion that 
you w’ouid grant an advance in wages. 
Now', let us hope, gentlemen, that on 
this occasion, w hatever fact* and fig­ 
ures we may bring, you will remember 
as I said 
before, we are not bringing 
them to teach you anything new. 
Of 
course you as business men know a lot 
more about this business than we can 
pretend to tell you. 
So you must look 
upon us aa not coming here in order 
to enlighten you upon your own busi­ 
ness. but just to tell you how we look 
at the subject and our basis for asking 
an increase of wages. 
“Another thing, gentlemen, we 
are 


here as representatives of the textile 
industry of the city, operatives, 
and 
while there are a few of us, we are 
simply here as servants, we are not do­ 
ing this. T hey have posted us in some 
branches of the Industry 
where 
you 
could be convinced if you are willing 
to be convinced th a t you are in a posi­ 
tion to advance wages. 
W hat I would 
say, gentlemen, is this: 
The old say­ 
ing is, 
'Convince a man against his 
will, and he w ill be of the sam e opinion 
still.’ 
Now' we hope and tru st that you 
are open to conviction and th a t lf you 
think or if you have any 
reason 
to 
think you are doing an injustice to the 
operatives of this city by refusing this 
advance, and if we can show you our 
reasons for believing that yyu us rep­ 
resentatives of the mill treasurers of 
this city, are in a position to advance 
wages to us, all we ask is that you re­ 
consider tile decision and give the a d ­ 
vance asked. 
Now that is a fair prop- 
position, gentlemen, and we don’t 
in­ 
tend, as I say, at any Stage 
in 
this 
conference, to 
attem pt 
any dictation. 
You are m asters of the situation; all 
we ask Im justice to 
the 
operatives. 
Believing we are entitled to an advance 
in wages at this time, us we said In 
our letter, asking for Un- advance, that 
In consequence of the general prosper­ 
ity, we asked it on that ground. 
You 
are perfectly well aw are of the condi­ 
tions under which we are working, and 
the money which you are m aking and 
source of wealth which accrues from 
our labor. 
All we ask is that the capi­ 
tal invested have a fair sh ire of profits 
and the operative have a fair 
share 
that accrues from his labor. 
I 
don’t 
know as I have anything to say fur­ 
ther, so far us I arn concerned, hut, as 
I said before, I hope and trust that if 
it Is possible to convince you, that the 
stand that the agents took in sending 
hack a reply to our note, wherein you 
said you could not give an advance in 
wages at this time, I hope and 
trust 
that if it is possible that you say, ‘We 
are open to fie convinced and lf we 
have overlooked anything In the line 
of business we are Willing to reconsider 
and perhaps grant the advance asked.’ 
That is all I have to say.” 


Mil. ASHTON’S ADDRESS. 


Mr. Ashton: 
Mr. Chairman and Gen­ 
tlemen: 
In your letter to the textile 
council, in which you refuse the re­ 
quest for an advance in wages of ten 
per cent., you state that the mills of 
Dowell cannot afford to grant it. 
And 
I wish to cull your attention to the 
fact th at in November, 1899, when a 
similar agitation for wages was going 
on, It was stated by Mr. Southworth 
in a communication to the press, that 
the cotton industry was not enjoying 
prosperity and conditions did not w ar­ 
rant a raise in wages at the time; that 
cotton was two 
cents a pound dearer

than It was a year ago and that the 
mills were all working on orders which 
Wore given when cotton was low, not­ 
w ithstanding wages 
were 
advanced 
and we find that the average dividends 
of the seven 
principal 
corporations 
were 6.71 
per cent. In 1900 as against 
an average of Ii I-2 per cent in 1899. 
the year previous to the advance 
in 
wages. 
Now, in reference 
to your 
statem ents 'it is true that taking the 
country through, 
m any corporations 
have recently advanced wages but few 
of them are engaged in m anufacturing 
[ of any kind and none of them to our 
knowledge in the textile industry.” It 
is a fact, gentlemen, that in the cities 
of Fail Illver and New Bedford, w est­ 
ern M assachusetts, Khode Island 
and 
Connecticut, the textile 
workers 
of 
those cities and two states have all re ­ 
ceived an advance in wages. 
And in 
regard to your statem ent “ that the 
business of the country as a whole is 
apparently prosperous, but the general 
prosperity has not extended 
to the 
mills of New England excepting it may 
be in a certain degree to t h o s e having 
the most modern plants and turning 
out the highest grades of goods, or, In 
a few canes, some fortunate specialties. 
I 
wish to call 
your attention 
to the 
fact that the mills of New England 
that have not been advanced with Fall 
River, New Bedford, 
Khode 
Island, 
Connecticut or western M assachusetts, 
engaged in m anufacturing the same 
kind of product* as is being m anufac­ 
tured in Lowell today, are paying as 
large dividends us are being paid in 
the mills of New Bedford and Fall 
I liver. 
Let us take, for Instance, 
the 
Pepperell millet of 
Biddeford. 
They 
m anufacture the sam e class of goods 
as is m anufactured in this city, sheet­ 
ing, jeans, drills and sateens, and 
we 
find that they pay a dividend of 12 per 
cent, in 1902 and 12 per cent, in 1901 
The Androscoggin of Lewiston, sheet 
lugs, shirtings, Jeans, paid eight per 
cent, in 1901 and eight per cent. in 1902, 
The Everett mills of Lawrence m anu­ 
facturing cottonades, cheviots, denims. 
dress goods, 6 per cent. In 1901 and 6 
per cent In 1902. 
The Pacific mills of 
Lawrence, m anufacturing 
prints 
and 
fancy cottons, paid a dividend of IO 
per cent. in 1901, and IO per cent. 
In 
1902. The 
Arnoskeag 
m anufacturing 
Ca., m aking ginghams, ticks, denims, 
paid ten per lent. In 1901, IO per cent. 
in 1902. 
Tile N ashua Mfg. <’o., m ak­ 
ing dometn, flannels and blankets, paid 
10 per cent in 1902. 
The Thorndike 
Mfg. Po. of Hampden County, making 
Beking*, denims, awnings, paid 8 lier 
cent. in 1901, 
8 per cent, in 1902, 
All 
these mills are engaged In making the 
same class of goods as are made in 
some of the mills in Lowell. 
In re­ 
gard to the dividends paid 
by 
the 
Lowell mills, we find that the Apple­ 
ton paid in 1899 6 per cent; in 1900, 7 
per cent; in 1901, 4 per cent; in 1902, 
7 per cent. 
The Boott, In 1S99, paid 3 
per cent; in 1900, 6 far rent; in 1901, 
passed Its dividends; In 1902, 2 per cent; 
and we who work at tin* Boott mills, 
know' that at that time at least almost 
half of the m achinery a t the mill was 
stopped. The Tremont 
A- Suffolk 
in 
1899, paid 7 per cent; in 1900, 
8 per 
cent; 1901, 4 per cent; 1902, 6 per cent; 
and we are told in tile Citizen of March 
28, 1902, that the Trem ont & Suffolk 
corporation lost $900,000 speculating in 
cotton futures. 
The M errimack in 1899 
paid 6 per cent; in 1900, f> per cent; 
1901, 3 per cent; In 1902, 6 per cent. 
B ut dividends by no means show the 
earnings of a mill. 
We know that 
large sums of money are set aside 
when times are prosperous, as they are 
today, for renewals of m achinery and 
creating or building up a reserve fund, 
and it can easily be seen from the div­ 
idends paid by 
the 
corporations 
of 
Lewiston, Biddeford, Lawrence, N ash­ 
ua, Thorndike and Lowell, all engaged 
in m anufacturing the same class of 
goods, that the dividends will compare 
favorably with those paid 
by Fail 
River, for we find in the latest returns 
of dividends paid by the mills of that 
city, eight corporations paid one per 
cent, on the quarter, one corporation 
paid one and one-quarter per cent., 15 
icorporations 
paid one and one-half 
per cent., seven corporations paid two 
per cent., and one corporation 
paid 
four per cent, on the quarter and the 
average for the quarter w as 1.44 per 
cent, or an average for all the mills 
of 5 3-4 per cent. 
As to the question 
of the Increased cost of living, there 
could scarcely be any chance of an 
argum ent, for it is a fact that 
coal, 
beef, oil and all the necessities of life 
have greatly Increased In cost. 
Now', in regard to your statem ent in 
the letter to the council you stated: 
“In addition to all tills you should 
consider the fact, not generally realiz­ 
ed, which is, that without any public 
announcem ent 
our mills are gradual­ 
ly raising wages as they Introduce bet­ 
ter goods or machinery to 
produce 
them, so that our books show m aterial­ 
ly higher average earnings today than 
appeared after the last general a d ­ 
vance In the whole wage schedule.” 
This argum ent was put up by 
the 
m anufacturers of New Bedford 
when 
they met the people representing the 
Textile Council of New Bedford about 
a 
year ago. 
No 
doubt in some in­ 
stances It may laetrile that with hotter 
stock and more modern machines the 
operator may bo able to earn a little 
more. but there Is 
not the slightest 
doubt that where a machine is produc­ 
ing more, the operator operating that 
machine must work harder. 
In con­ 
nection with this let me show what 
took. place in a mill In this city. 
About 
four years ago two pairs of mules were 
put into this mill. 
There were 2200 
spindles in each 
pair of mules. 
They 
are spinning five yards, 85s, one spin­ 
ner and a piecer on each pair, 
and 
they turned off about 48.400 hanks of 
No. 85. 
The price paid Is 45.5 per 
1000 hanks which would give the spin­ 
ner 115.02 but if he was paid by the 
New Bedford list 
and they are m anu­ 
facturing practically the same clava of 
geode, a tine grade of goods today— 
he would receive instead of his $15.02, 
$19.66. 
Now. in regard to what other mills 
are paying for spinning, I contend that 
the yarn Industry today is m aterially 
better off than it was one year ago, 
H ie Tremont A Suffolk and some of 
the mills In this city are competitors 
with the New England Yarn Co. 
For 
9s. yarns spun In New Bedford, single 
roving, 
without 
the advance, 
would 
give the spinner $20.19; 
the 
same 
am ount paid in Lowell would give him 
$15.60. 
On double roving, 
12s. 
yarn, 
paid according to the New Bedford 
list, without the advance, will give the 
spinner $20.19, and paid according to 
the Tremont list $15,12; 6s yarns spun 
In New Bedford, 84 hanks, will give 
the spinner $23.75. This is the money 
that the spinners in Nyw Bedford ate 
receiving in the New England Yarn 
Co. 
In Lowell h a will get $16.46, 
Now as regards 
the 
conditions 
of 
the cotton industry, there is not 
the 
slightest doubt that 
within tho lust 
year every grade of goods that ta m an­ 
ufactured has been advanced, and we 
know that the mills are all sold ahead. 
We know, further, that it Is practically 
almost impossible for the people who 
have bought to get their goods deliv­ 
ered on time. 
No$ I have here some 
figures, which show the advances In 
prices on goods for March, 
1902, 
to 
March, 1903. 
Tremont outing flannels, price March 
1902, 5 cents; March, 1903, 5 1-2; 10-4 


cotton blankets. 45x74, 38 cents. March 
1902; March. 1903, 41 1-2 cents; 10-4 cot­ 
ton blankets, 54x74, 42 1-2 cents, March 
1902; March, 1903. 46 cents; 11-4 cotton 
blankets, pricr* March, 1902, 60 cents; 
March, 1903, 65 contr; and all other 
grades of cotton blankets from 5 to IO 
cents higher. 
Every class of ging­ 
ham s up about 2 1-2 per cent. 
A. F. 
(’. and Red Seal up 5 per cent. 
Tollle 
du Nord up 5 per cent. Amoskeag sta ­ 
ple March, 1902, 5 1-2 cents; March, 
1903, 5 3-4 cents. 
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At his point Mr. Norurse interjected 
the rem ark that no ginghams are being 
made in Lowell and Mr. Ashton re­ 
lined thnt he understood the Merri­ 
mack was m aking them. 
Mr. Southworth asked Mr. Dead if 
this was so and Mr, Bead replied: 
“ Never knew they did; no, they don’t 
make ginghams,” at which Mr. Nourse 
rem arked: “We will g rant th at ging­ 
ham prices are very good." 
Mr. Conroy asked if ginghams come 
under 
the head of 
dress cottons and 
the chairman replied “No.” 


A fter producing a list of prices 
on 
other goods, all of which showed an 
advance in price Mr. Ashton continued 
as follows: 
“ Now in 
regard to the 
cities that 
have 
not 
received 
the 
advance 
in 
wages, 
(anything I say 
now I don’t 
say in a spirit of malice) but the ci­ 
ties that have not advanced wages, the 
principal centres are Lawrence, Low­ 
ell, Nashua, Manchester, Dover, Lewis­ 
ton 
and 
W altham, 
and 
it is a fact 
that 
those mills in 
those cities are 
controlled by the same interests that 
are controling the mills here in Low 
ell. 
Mr. A rthur T. Lyman is president 
of 
the Boott, 
ho Is president of the 
Massachusetts, he is president of the 
Tremont and Suffolk, 
he Is treasurer 
of tile Boston M anufacturing Co. and 
president of 
tin* Pacific iii Lawrence 
And so it is Mr. Silsbee and Mr. Jef 
ferson 
Coolidge and 
Mr. Lyman and 
Mr. Amory are practically the controll 
ing 
power in all these 
mills in these 
cities that have not received this ad 
Vance; 
and f 
think, 
in 
fact I 
arn 
sure, from what I have seen and wha 
I 
have heard and from what I have 
rqad 
that the mills in 
this 
city 
are 
perfectly able to give this advance if 
thev feel so inclined." 
Mr. Connell 
was inclined 
to doubt 
that $29 w as being paid for labor 
in 
Fall River for which only $15 was re- 
cel veil in Lowell. 
He said: “For the 
last 12 years 
i have been 
connected 
with those mills more or less and there 
tire so m any 
m isstatem ents 
in 
the 
prices that I don't want to raise any 
discussion. 
I simply 
wanted 
to ask 
for a statem ent whereby I could ver­ 
ify it some w ay.” 
In reply to Mr. Nourse, Mr. Ashton 
said: 
“ I know of a mill in Fall River 
where 
there are two men on a pair of 
mules and they are earning $26 a week 
between them .” 
Mr. Nourse: 
"W e all adm it that on 
mule spinning New Bedford pays very 
high wages, 
higher 
than any 
other 
place in the country I think the aver­ 
age 
In Fall River is very much loss, 
and 
I know 
it is very much less in 
eastern Connecticut and Rhode Island. 
I don’t think that New Bedford is all 
of New England by any means; it is 
only a comparatively small part. There 
are ii num ber of mill# there but there 
a r e still more in Rhode Island. Rhode 
Island is ti competitor; 
so in eastern 
Connecticut. 
Mr. Ashton asked why 
lf wages were so high in New Bedford 
the m anufacturers did not r ‘move to 
some other place where they would be 
able to pay less wages. 
Mr, 
Nourse said the climate favors 
New Redford 
m anufacturers and that 
they have freighting advantages which 
Lowell does 
not 
possess. 
He 
also 
claimed that tile Pepperell mills pre­ 
viously referred to by Mr. Ashton were 
favored with a special brand called the 
"Dragon B rand” which made 
their 
goods m arketable at a higher p rk e in 
China, India or the East Indies. 
Mr. Read made the claim that 
be­ 
fore the last advance 
in Fall River, 
the Merrimack was paying more 
on 
short 
mules than they 
were in 
Fall 
River. 
Mr. Ashton said that the Merrimack 
and Ham ilton mills are practically in 
the 
same position as Mr. Borden 
of 
Fall River, that Mr, Borden is paying 
21% cents for weaving a cut of print 
cloth 
of the 
standard 
length of 4fl 
yards 
and 
asked Messrs. Read and 
Moulton to tell w hat they are paying 
at the M errimack 
and Hamilton pet- 
cut and the standard cut in yards. 
Mr. F ead:—“The last time the price 
w as changed on the Merrimack the 
price was made exactly the Fall River 
price for weaving; the length of the 
cut is 53 yards. 
Mr. Nourse said it w as 56 in Fall 
River, but Mr. Ashton still asserted 
th a t it is 46 in Mr. Borden’s mill while 
Mr. Conroy said that all the cuts aver­ 
age about 47 1-2 yards.

have to beam 66,000 yards. 
Mr. Nourse 
said he did not know as they did any 
beaming in Fall River to which Mr. 
B urtt replied that beaming was done 
in the B arnaby and H argraves mill. 
Mr. B urtt then got Mr. Nourse to 
adm it that he didn’t know anything 
about beaming in Fall River but made 
his claim on the average pay all over 
New England. 
An argum ent follow­ 
ed, between Messrs. Connell and Ash­ 
ton over Mr. Ashton’s claim that mule 
spinners in Fall River have received 
$20 and Mr. Southworth interposed to 
say th a t the gentleman were drifting 
into 
details that didn’t “really lead 
anybere.” 
Mr. 
Bowen 
then claimed that the 
whole argum ent had been 
made on 
mule 
spinning in New Bedford 
and 
he wanted to know how th at affected 
the m anufacture of colored goods on 
the Appleton. 
He said he would like 
to have it shown where the Appleton 
com pany is not paying as much as 
any mill in New England on the same 
class of goods. 
Mr. Duggan replied th a t he and Mr. 
Ashton had talked on mule spinning 
merely because they happened to be 
mule spinners themselves and that the 
only reason why 
the representatives 
of the textile council asked the con­ 
ference, was because it was thought 
.hat the mill men had considered the 
proposition for an advance hastily and 
th a t if they hail the whole facts pre­ 
sented to them they 
might 
change 
their minds. 
Mr. Thom as asserted th at the Boott 
is running 1900 looms today for an 
eighth of a cent a yard less than was 
the case a year ago.

Mr. Ashton: 
“ I wish to state that 
the 
average wages of 
a mule spin­ 
ner in the Boott today are lower than 
they were five years ago when Agent 
Cumnock was there.” 
Mr. Ashton said 
further that 
the leaders in Fall R iv­ 
er have 
never directly 
or indirectly 
communicated w ith the Lowell organi­ 
zation asking them to make a plea for 
an advance 
in wages. 
Mr. 
Duggan 
made the same statem ent and said he 
was 
at a loss to know where his “es­ 
teemed friend,” Mr. Southworth, got 
that information. 
He 
said that 
Mr. 
Hibbert, of the United Textile W ork­ 
ers of American had been here “but so 
far as giving advice was concerned 
that was none of his business.” 
Mr. 
Duggan 
in response 
to Mr. 
Southw orth’* 
statem ent in the type­ 
written report concerning the “ calam ­ 
ity” that would befall 
the city In 
a 
case ' of strike, said: 
"I will ask, 
if 
the calamity is going to fall th at you 
share your part of the responsibility. 
Don't put all 
of it on the operatives’ 
shoulders. 
We simply come and ask

Colonial Furniture In the American Home 
T 


O be or not to be antique in 
our furnishings is a question 
that is apt to perplex the wo­ 
man who is about to select be­ 
longings tor her home. 
The present 
fad, as we all know, is for old furni­ 
ture and for the real antique if one is 
fortunate enough to be able to compass 
its possession. 
If the real is beyond 
one’s possibilities, some of the very 
good 
reproductions 
are 
satisfactory 
substitutes. 
To be able to Intelligently select the 
modern antique, lf I may use the term, 
a knowledge of the different kinds of 
furniture which have been period m ak­ 
ing in the history of cabinet a rt Is of 
the greatest advantage. 
One Is then 
prepared, so to speak, to select the 
sheep from the goats, the good from 
the bad in the new. 
Unfortunately the really serious m a t­ 
ter of choosing our material surround­ 
ings, the things which make so much 
for our best development, is left to 
chance. 
How often this selection Is 
more a m atter of going sheep fashion 
with the popular fancy than of bring­ 
ing one s individual fancies and con­ 
victions into the purchase of furniture! 
There is nothing more fascinating 
than the furnishing of a house and the 
making of a home in the very best 
sense of the word, in which thought 
and taste have been expended In every 
detail, a home where everything is ad ­ 
justed to the attainm ent of the end of 
pleasing, of making people feel happy 
and at their best within Its walls. 
• Of course mere articles of furniture 
In themselves cannot bring about this 
atmosphere, but they can very m ate­ 
rially help. 
We have all felt the Influ­ 
ence of a house whose furnishings were 
harmonious, and it goes without saying 
that they were appropriate. 
It Is just in this word “appropriate" 
th at the keynote of all successful fur­ 
nishing lies. 
The misapplication of 
objects really beautiful in themselves 
defeats the artistic purpose and often 
produces a ridiculous appearance. 
When the antique is the motif of a 
household scheme, it is well not to go 
too far down the ages for an Inspira­ 
tion. I am speaking about the average 
house where one really lives, not of tbs 
show house where one is not supposed 
to be in sym pathy with surroundings. 
It seems to me that for the American 
home nothing is more in keeping than 
"colonial" furniture from the fact that 
not only were colonial events part of 
our history, but the cabinet making of 
that time was derived from the best 
period of English art. 
It was the era of the Chippendales, 
the Sheratons and Adamses, those a r t ­ 
ists In form 'w h o with their strong, 
beautiful lines and general utility and 
grace of design effected a reform In In­ 


terior decorations for all time. 
And it 
is not singular that this should be the 
case, for It was the superior minds of 
these men behind the mechanical effort 
which produced such exquisite results 
The workmen who came over to this 
country during colonial times brought 
with them the patterns and skill which 
had made English furniture notable. 
They even Improved upon their m as­ 
ter* In the m atter of woods, using not 


They are often confounded with the 
Dutch m arquetry which was engrafted 
Into English designs in the time of 
William and Mary, a number of arti­ 
sans having come over from Holland 
during their reign. 
The “Louis” styles are exquisite for a 
drawing room which has no suggestion 
of a living room. 
To come across a 
room of this character without its cu­ 
rio table or cabinet is nowadays some- 


been called the renaissance of American 
furniture, and certainly we have made 
great strides In decorative effects since

only the mahogany, which was a fa­ 
vorite of the English school, but the 
native wild cherry and the maples 
found In the new' country. 
Many of these men went from house 
to house building their masterpieces of 
chairs, tables and all kinds of house­ 
hold furniture, and the articles were 
made with reference to the space they 
were to occupy.

mens of the curio table are to be met 
in the old French examples.

He was present at some school 
sports on Saturday afternoon, 
but 
passed a restless nfght. 
His condition 


became serious yesterday morning, and 
he expired peacefully at 7 last evening. 


Dean Farrar was a oon of the Rev. 


C. R. Farrar, rector of aiacup, Kent, 
and was bom In the fort, Bombay, 
Aug. 7, 163L 
At an early age he went 


to King William's college, in the Isle 
of Man here he laid the foundation of 
his education, which he subsequently 
completed at King's College, in Lon- 
don. IHs progress and rlee In the clas- 
sics were rapid, and In 1850 he became 
classical exhibitioner of the UnlvernUy 
of London, where he graduated ns a 
bachelor of arts and of which he was 
appointed a scholar In 1652.

AT T H E CONFERENCE. 
Those present were: O. H. Moulton, 
of the Hamilton, W. S. Southworth of 
the M assachusetts, Franklin Nourse of 
Hie Merrimack. F. A- Bowen of 
the 
Appleton. J. J. Connell of the Trem ont 
& Suffolk, and A. C. Thomas of the 
B oon mills, and Messrs. Conroy. Ash­ 
ton, 
Duggan. 
McKeon, 
Duchesne, 
King, Burtt, Cote and McDonald of the 
Lowell Textile Council. 
Oliver H. Moulton, the chairman, in 
opening said: 
"Well, gentlemen, in answer to your 
request we are here to meet you.” 
Mr. 
Conroy: 
"I 
would state, 
Mr. 
Chairman and 
gentlemen, in opening, 
that, having received your reply and 
submitted it to the council at its reg­ 
ular meeting last Sunday, they thought 
that the m atter was treated just a lit­ 
tle lightly, and by seeking a conference, 
we would go into the details a little 
deeper, and for that reason 
they in ­ 
structed an executive 
committee 
to 
seek a conference, which I thank you. 
gentlemen, for granting, and we are 
here now' prepared to show our side of 
the case and to substantiate the claims 
that we made in our 
request 
of the 
25th of February. 
Mr. Duggan; "In making the few re ­ 
m arks that I am going to make. 
Mr. 
Chairman, I would say that you, as 
experienced business men, know per­ 
fectly well that we as operatives, do 
not come here with the expectation of 
teaching you anything about your busi­ 
ness. 
Of course, all 
take that 
for 
granted. 
But as you have in your re ­ 
ply to the textile operatives of the city, 
given them to understand that under 
the existing conditions you cannot give 
them an advance in wages, and as you 
have on former occasion said the same 
thing, and then have sought a confer­ 
ence with the mill representatives, and 
with those recollections fresh in 
my 
memory, because I have attended those 
conferences, and although you did. at 
that time say you were not in a posi­ 
tion to advance wages, yet after listen­ 
ing to the operatives’ side of the ques­ 
tion, you came to tile conclusion that 
you would grant an advance in wages. 
Now, let us hope, gentlemen, that on 
this occasion, whatever facts and fig­ 
ures we may bring, you will remember 
as I said 
before, we are not bringing 
them to teach yeti anything new. 
Of 
course you as business men know a lot 
more about this business than we can 
pretend to tell you. 
So you m ust look 
upon us as not corning here in order 
to enlighten you upon your own busi­ 
ness but just to tell you how we look 
at the subject and our basis for asking 
an increase of wages. 
"Another thing, gentlemen, we 
are 


here as representatives of the textile 
industry of the city, operatives, 
and 
while there are a few of us, we are 
simply here as servants, we are not do­ 
ing this. They have posted us in some 
branches of the industry 
where 
you 
could be convinced if you are willing 
to be convinced that you are in a posi­ 
tion to advance wages. 
W hat I would 
say, gentlemen, is this: 
The tilt! say ­ 
ing is. 
‘Convince a man against his 
will, and he will be of the sam e opinion 
still.' 
Now we hope and tru st that you 
are open lo conviction and th a t if you 
think or if you have any 
reason 
to 
think you are doing an injustice to the 
operatives of this city by refusing this 
advance, and if we can show you our 
reasons for believing that yqu as rep­ 
resentatives of the mill treasurers of 
this city, are in a position to advance 
wages to us, all we ask is that you r e ­ 
consider the decision and give the ad ­ 
vance asked. 
Now that Is a. fair prop- 
posltlon, gentlemen, and we don't 
in­ 
tend, as I say, at any stage 
In 
this 
conference, to 
attem pt 
any dictation. 
You are m asters of the situation; all 
we ask is justice to 
the 
operatives. 
Believing we are entitled to an advance 
in wages at this time*, as we said in 
our letter, asking for tho advance, that 
in consequence of the general prosper­ 
ity. we asked It on that ground. 
You 
are perfectly well aw are of the condi­ 
tions under which we are working, and 
the money which you art* m aking and 
source of wealth which accrues from 
our labor. 
All we ask is that the capi­ 
tal Invested have a fair share of profits 
and the operative have a fair 
share 
that accrues from his labor. 
I 
don’t 
know as I have anything to say fur­ 
ther. so far as I am concerned, but, as 
I said before, I hope and trust that lf 
it is possible to convince you, that the 
stand that the agents took in sending 
back a reply to our note, wherein you 
said you could not give an advance in 
wages at this time, I hope and 
trust 
that if it is possible that you say, ‘We 
arc open to be convinced and if we 
have overlooked anything In the line 
<*f business we are willing to reconsider 
and perhaps grant the advance asked.’ 
T hat Is all I have to say.”

than It was a year ago and th a t the 
mills were all working on orders which 
were given when cotton was low, not­ 
w ithstanding wages 
were 
advanced 
and we find that the average dividends 
of the seven 
principal 
corporations 
were 6.71 
per cent. in 1909 as against 
an average of 5 1-2 per cent in 1899, 
the year previous to the advance 
in 
wages. 
Now, in reference 
to your 
statem ents “it is true th a t taking the 
country through, 
m any corporations 
have recently advanced w ages but few 
of them are engaged in m anufacturing 
of any kind and none of them to our 
knowledge In the textile industry.” It 
Is a fact, gentlemen, th at in the cities 
of Fall River and New Bedford, w est­ 
ern Massachusetts, Rhode Island 
and 
Connecticut, the textile 
workers 
of 
those cities and two states have all re­ 
ceived an advance in wages. 
And in 
regard to your statem ent ‘‘that the 
business of the country as a whole is 
apparently prosperous, but the general 
prosperity has not extended 
to the 
mills of New England excepting it may 
be in a certain degree to those having 
the most modern plants and turning 
out the highest grades of goods, or, in 
a few rases, some fortunate specialties. 
I 
wish to rail 
your attention 
to tjie 
fact that the mills of New England 
th a t have not been advanced with Fall 
River, New Bedford, 
Rhode 
Island, 
Connecticut or western M assachusetts, 
engaged in m anufacturing the same 
kind of products as is being m anufac­ 
tured in Lowell today, are paying as 
large dividends as are being paid In 
the mills of New Bedford and Fall 
River. 
Let us take, for instance, 
the 
Pepperell mills of 
Biddeford, 
They 
m anufacture the sam e class of goods 
as Is m anufactured In this city, sheet­ 
ing, jeans, drills and sateens, and 
we 
find th at they pay a dividend of 12 per 
cent. In 1902 and 12 per rent. in 1901. 
The Androscoggin of Lewiston, sheet­ 
ings, shirtings, jeans, paid eight per 
cent. In 15*01 and eight per cent, in 1902. 
The E verett mills of Lawrence m anu­ 
facturing cottonades, cheviots, denims, 
dress goods, 6 per cent. in 1901 and 6 
per cent in 1902. 
The Pacific mills of 
Lawrence, m anufacturing 
prints 
and 
fancy cottons, paid a dividend of IO 
per cent, in 1901, and IO per cent. 
in 
1902. The 
Arnoskeag 
m anufacturing 
('n., m aking ginghams, ticks, denims, 
paid ten per t ent. In 1901. IO per cent. 
in 1902. 
The N ashua Mfg. Co., m ak ­ 
ing dometa, flannels and blankets, paid 
10 per cent in 1902. 
The Thorndike 
Mfg. Co. of Hampden County, making 
tickings, denims, awnings, paid 8 per 
cent. In 1901, 
8 per cent. In 1902. 
All 
these mills are engaged in m aking the 
same class of goods as are made in 
some of the mills in Lowell. 
In re­ 
gard to the dividends paid 
by 
the 
Lowell mills, we find th a t the Apple­ 
ton paid In 1899 6 per cent; In 1900, 7 
per cent; in 1901, 4 per cont; in 1902. 
7 per cent. 
The Boott, in 1899, paid 3 
per cent; in 1900, 6 per cent; in 1901, 
passed its dividends; In 1902, 2 per cont; 
and we who work at the Boott mins, 
know th a t at that time at least almost 
half of the machinery a t the mill was 
stopped. The Tremont 
& Suffolk 
In 
1899, paid 7 per cont; in 15*00. 
8 per 
cent; 15*01. 4 per cent; 1902, 6 per cent; 
and we are told in the Citizen of March 
2.8, 1902, th a t the Trem ont & Suffolk 
corporation lost $900,000 speculating in 
cotton futures. 
The Merrimack In 1899 
pnld 6 per cent; In 1900, 6 per cent; 
1901, 3 per cent; In 1902, 6 per cent. 
But dividends by no m eans show the 
earnings of a mill. 
W e know that 
large sum s of money are set aside 
when tim es are prosperous, as they are 
today, for renewals of m achinery and 
creating or building up a reserve fund, 
and It can easily be seen from the div­ 
idends paid by 
the 
corporations 
of 
Lewiston, Biddeford. Lawrence, N ash ­ 
ua, Thorndike and Lowell, all engaged 
in m anufacturing the sam e class of 
goods, that the dividends will compare 
favorably with those paid 
by Fall 
River, for we find In the latest returns 
of dividends paid by the mills of that 
city, eight corporations paid one per 
cent, on the quarter, one corporation 
paid one and one-quarter per cent., 15 
(Corporations 
paid one and one-half 
per cent., seven corporations paid two 
lier cent., and one corporation 
paid 
four per cent, on the quarter and the 
average for the quarter v. as 1.44 per 
cent, or an average for all the mills 
of 5 3-4 per cent. 
As to the question 
of the Increased cost of living, thoro 
could scarcely be any chance of an 
argum ent, for It Is a fact th a t 
coal, 
beef, oil and all the necessities of life 
have greatly increased in coat. 
Now, in regard to your statem ent In 
the letter to the council you stated: 
“In addition to nil this you should 
consider the fact, not generally realiz­ 
ed. which is, th a t without any public 
announcement 
our mills are gradual­ 
ly raising wages as they introduce bet­ 
ter goods or machinery to 
produce 
them, so th at our books show m aterial­ 
ly higher average earnings today than 
appeared after the last general ad ­ 
vance in the whole wage schedule.” 
Thin argum ent was put up by 
the 
m anufacturers of New Bedford 
when 
they m et the people representing the 
Textile Council of New Bedford about 
a 
year ago. 
No 
doubt In some In­ 
stances it m ay he true that with better 
stock and more modern machines the 
operator m ay he able to earn a little 
more, but there Is 
not the slightest 
doubt that where a machine is produc­ 
ing more, the operator operating that 
machine m ust work harder. 
In con­ 
nection with this let me show what 
took place in a mill In this city. About 
four years ago two pairs of mules were 
put into thin mill. 
There were 2200 
spindles In each 
pair of mules. They 
are spinning five yards, 85s. one spin­ 
ner and a piecer on each pair, 
and 
they turned off about 48,400 hanks of 
No. 85. 
The price paid is 45.5 per 
1000 hanks which would give the spin­ 
ner $15.02 but lf he was paid by the 
New Bedford list—and they are m anu­ 
facturing practically the sam e class of 
goods, a fine grade of goods today— 
he would receive instead of his $15.02, 
$19.66. 
.Now, in regard to what other mills 
are paying for spinning, I contend that 
the yarn industry today is m aterially 
better off than it was one year ago. 
The Tremont & Butt oik and some of 
the mills In this city are competitors 
with the New England Yarn Co. 
For 
9s. yarns spun In New Bedford, single 
roving, 
w ithout the advance, 
would 
give the spinner $20.19; 
the 
same 
amount paid In Lowell would give him 
$16.60. 
On double roving, 
12s. 
yarn, 
paid according to the New Bedford 
'.st, without the advance, will give the 
spinner $20.19, and paid according to 
the Trem ont list $15.12; ,6s yarns spun j 
in New Bedford, 84 hanks, will give 
the spinner $23.76. This Is the money j 
that the spinners In New Bedford are 
receiving in th f New E ngland Yarn 
Co. 
In Lowell he will get $16.46. 
Now as regards 
the 
conditions 
of 
the cotton industry, there is not 
the 
slightest doubt that within the last 
year every grade of goods th at Is m an­ 
ufactured has been advanced, and we 
know that the mills are all sold ahead. 
We know, further, that It Is practically 
almost impossible for the people who 
have bought to get their goods deliv­ 
ered on time. 
Now I have here some 
figures, which show the advances in 
prices on goods for March, 
1902, 
to 
March. 1903.

advance in price Mr. Ashton continued 
as follows: 
“Now in 
regard to the 
cities that 
have 
not 
received 
the 
advance 
in 
wages, 
(anything I say 
now I don't 
say in a spirit of malice) but the ci­ 
ties that have not advanced wa.ges, the 
principal centres are Lawrence, Low­ 
ell, Nashua, Manchester, Dover, Lewis­ 
ton 
and 
Waltham, 
and 
It is a fact 
th at 
those mills in 
those cities are 
controlled by the same interests th a t 
are controling the mills here in Low 
ell. 
Mr. Arthur T. Lyman is president 
of 
the Boott, 
he is president of the 
Massachusetts, he is president of the 
Tremont and Suffolk, 
he is treasurer 
of the Boston M anufacturing Co. and 
president of 
the Baeiflc in Lawrence. 
And so it is Mr. Silsbee and Mr. Je f­ 
ferson 
Coolidge and 
Mr. Lyman and 
Mr. A mory are practically the controll­ 
ing 
power in all those 
mills in these 
cities th a t have not received this a d ­ 
vance: 
and I 
think, 
in 
fact I 
am 
sure. from w hat I have seen and w hat 
I 
have heard and from w hat I have 
read 
th a t the mills In 
this 
city are 
perfectly able to give this advance lf 
they feel po Inclined." 
Mr. Connell 
was inclined 
to doubt 
that $20 was being paid for labor 
in 
Fall River for which only $15 was re­ 
ceived in Lowell. 
He said: ‘‘For the 
last 12 years 
I have been 
connected 
with those mills more or less and there 
are so m any 
m isstatem ents 
in 
the 
prices th a t I don’t w ant to raise any 
discussion. 
I simply 
w anted 
to ask 
for a statem ent whereby I could ver­ 
ify it some way.” 
rn reply to Mr. Nourse, Mr. Ashton 
said: 
“J know of a mill in Fall River 
whege there are two men on a pair of 
mules and they are earning $26 a week 
between them .” 
Mr. Nourse: 
“We all adm it th at on 
mule spinning New Bedford pays very 
high wages, 
higher 
than any 
other 
place In the country I think the aver­ 
age 
I ti Fall River is very much loss, 
and 
I know 
it Is very much less In 
eastern Connecticut and Rhode Island, 
r don’t think that New Bedford is all 
of New England by any means; it is 
only a com paratively small part. There 
are a num ber of mills there but ihere 
are still more In Rhode Island. Rhode 
Island is a competitor; 
so in eastern 
Connecticut. 
Mr. Ashton asked why

Mr. Southworth then entered into sn 
extensive defense of the Lowell mills 
method of conducting their business at 
the close of which he said, “If you feel 
that you cannot trust us and that we 
have wilfully deceived you and evaded 
the point, why, 
I am sorry for that; 
but there seems to be no other way ex­ 
cept to m ake a square answer, stating 
the facts as we see them, and then ask 
you to believe it. If you do not believe 
it, why, we’re sorry, but we have done 
our best.”

our furnishings is a question 
that is apt to perplex the wo- 
man who is about to select be- 


longings for her home. 
The present 


fad, as we all know, is for old furni- 
ture and for the real antique'if one is 
fortunate enough to be able to compass 
its possession. If the real Is beyond 
one's possibilities, some of the very

To be able to intelligently select the 


modern antique. If I may use the term. 
a knowledge o£ the different kinds of 
furniture which have been period mak- 
ing in the history of cabinet art Is of 
the greatest advantage.

and at their best within its walls. 
- Ot course mere articles of furnltur 
in themselves cannot bring about this 
atmosphere, but they can very mate- ] 
rially help. "We have all felt the influ- 
ence of a house whose furnishings weie 
harmonious, and It goes without saying 
that they were appropriate. 


It is just in this word "appropriate" 


that the keynote ot all successful fur- 
nishing lies. 
The misapplication of 


objects really beautiful in themselves 
defeats the artistic purpose and often 
produces a ridiculous appearance. 


When the antique is tho motif of a 


household scheme. It Is well not to go 
too far down the ages for an Inspira- 
tion.

th e g re a te st ad v an ta g e. 
One is then 
prepared, so to speak, 
to select the

te r of choosing our m aterial s u rro u n d ­ 
ings, the th in g s w hich m ake so m uch 
for o ur best developm ent, is left to 
chance.

wound. He was also stabbed in the back, 
where a cut fully six inches long was 
made. 
Although unarmed. Usher fought with 
the men. 
They left him lying on the 
sidew alk unconscious, and when he re­ 
covered all five had disappeared.

Rev. 


Fr. Mitchell 


At the Lowell Opera House last night 


Rev. Fr. Mitchell gave an 
illustrated 


lecture upon Ireland n. Nation, with 
beautiful stereoptlcon illustrations giv- 
ing the moat realistic views of Irish 
scenery, Ireland's Historic ruins 
and 


her modern cities. 
Joseph Smith Introduced the lectur- 


er In very Haltering terms. 


Rev. Fr. Mitchell's introductory ad- 


dress was one of the most scholarly and 
eloquent heard In this city for rrmny a 
day. He gave a brilliant though nec- 
essarily brief review of Ireland's his- 
tory from the earliest times. He trac- 
ed the nation's greatness from 
two 


thousand years before Christ down to 
the Danish invasion and later the In- 
vasion by the British. He

No Change in Situation 


at Fitchburg 


BIG MEETING WILL BE 


TONIGHT 


HELD 


M any W eavers Leaving the 


City

FITCHBURG,

23—A 
meeting: of the striking w eavers at A and 
Ii mills of the Parkhlll M anufacturing 
company was held today, but no action 
w as tak en on the question of going back 
to work and the meeting was adjourned 
until tonight. 
It la probable th a t a deli- 
nite stand will be decided upon a t to­ 
night's session. 
The general situation Is practically un­ 
changed. 
The main difficulty between the strik ­ 
ing weavers and Agent Lowe of the mills 
is th a t of price on “two-beam” work. The 
strikers have been receiving 65 cents per 
cut for plain work, 67 1-2 cents per cut 
for plain cored work and 70 cents a cut 
for “two-b«am” corded work. 
They ask 
SO cen ts a c u t for “ tw o -b e a m ” w ork. 70 
cents a cut for plain corded work and 65 
cents, the same as now, for plain work. 
Agent l^owe has offered a raise of five 
cen ts a cut for “ tw o -b eam w ork, b u t no 
raise on plain corded work. The striking 
weavers claim that they average less 
than $7 a week running one loom on plain 
w ork and three looms on “ tw o -b e a m ” 
work. 
Agent Lowe places the average at $9 a 
week. 
W ith the prospect of work for IOO w eav­ 
ers a t the Lancaster mills in 
Clinton, 
where the strikers say better wages are 
earned on coarser work than here, it is 
probable th at the number of strikers will 
be reduced no m atter w hat 
action is 
taken- tonight, but the weavers with fam ­ 
ilies are not anxious to iliove unless there 
is a likelihood of a long continued strike 
here. 
A nothrr labor problem remains unset­ 
tled and th at is the strike at the McCau-
